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Why God Chose Speaking in Tongues as 
the Initial Evidence of the Holy Spirit, 


The writer was raised in the West and 
has several times wandered afoot through 
the Death Valley of California, over 100 
feet below sea level, until his mouth was 
parched for water. But always we knew 
we could get to water. But we have seen 
the parched bones of oxen and humans, 
who, in the days of our prairie schooner 
fathers, did not find water. These bones 
are covered and then uncovered by the 
shifting, wind-driven sands of that ter- 


rible, sweltering hole. 

The story is handed down to us, 
whether true or no does not matter, of 
the hard-boiled, granite-hearted, leather- 
neck who wanted all the water in the 
one oasis deep in the heart of the desert. 
So he put up a sign, “Water Poisoned! 
Do not think!” Weary, thirsty travelers, 
crawling slowly across the burning desert 
sands with their ox teams, would count 
on this oasis, marked on their crude maps, 
as the one spot where they could replen- 
ish their meager water supply. But seeing 
the sign they would drive on in fear and 
despair, usually perishing in the cruel 
desert for want of water. 


A jury would quickly say that hang- 
ing was too good for that devil in human 
flesh. And yet it is not drawing the point 
of the illustration too fine to say that 
there are thousands such men living in 
our cities today, posing as religious and 
social leaders of a thirsty people wearily 
plodding across the trying desert sands 
of life, looking hopefully ahead to that 
oasis in the desert—the Word of God 
and life eternal. And upon the waters of 
the true gospel these men have placed 
a sign, “Poison! False! Do not drink!” 
Healing and the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit (especially with the evidence of 
tongues) have had the poison sign hung 
on them by thousands of religious leaders. 
Thirsty travelers, feeling assured in their 
souls that somehow, somewhere there is 
a better, more joyous way, are fright- 
ened away from the pure waters of life 
by these “poison sign” painters. 


Religious zeal, not having wisdom, or 
knowledge, or love, can become a very 
destructive force. Some of us yell our 
beliefs so loudly and fervently that we

ox down the same old rutted trail even 
though our more progressive neighbors 
were rushing by to market in modern 
trucks. A surprising lot of us are like 
the old lady, who, when the city doctor 
wanted to give her son ether to operate 
on him, objected strenuously, and when 
the doctor explained that it would put 
him into a harmless sleep and alleviate 
the pain while operating, she said doubt- 
fully, “But Doc, I ain’t never heerd of 
it!” Most of us belong to that school of 
Missourians who “gotta be showed and 
can’t be driven.” Try to drive fish to 
the net and they will all scatter, but 
they can be coaxed with the proper bait. 

Some are like the Irishman who 
jumped into the middle of an argument 
with all four feet, crying, “I don’t know 
what you're talking about, but whatever 
it is I’m agin it.” To such this article 
holds no interest. We are writing for the 
benefit of that vast number of honest, 
intelligent humans who want to know 
the truth, but don’t want to be bull- 
dozed into it, nor swallow it just because 
they are told it is the right thing to do. 
In other words, to “be ready always to 
give an answer to every man that asketh 
you a REASON of the hope that is in 
you.” 1 Peter 3:15. 


The writer, in evangelistic work, has 
had scores of intelligent church leaders 
and ministers say to him, “Brother 
Archer, if you ‘full-gospel’ people would 
just leave the tongues out of your preach- 
ing, yur MOVEMENT WOULD 
SWEEP THE WORLD.” To which I 
have always replied, “If the ‘full-gospel’ 
people leave tongues out of their message, 
their movement will sweep into the 


ditch!” 


That is our message! That is what 
makes us what we are today—a vast 


army of MHoly-Ghost-baptized, _fire- 
preaching, power-endued warriors who 
are preaching something because they 


have something to preach! who are doing 
things because they have something with 
which to do it! But many will ask, “I be- 
lieve in the gifts, why isn’t the gift of 
healing or miracles or knowledge or faith 
just as much an evidence of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit as speaking in other 
tongues?” Or, “I always felt that the 
fruits of the Spirit were the evidence of 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit.” Indeed 


they are, but not the initial evidence! 
We can’t hang out a sign “Groceries for 
sale” and have the customer come in and 
find nothing but empty shelves. And 
we can’t hang out the sign in public of 
“speaking in other tongues” and have 
our friends take a peek “inside” and find 
a life of empty shelves, with no fruits of 
a baptized life in evidence. It isn’t always 
the best rooster that crows the loudest. 

Now for the question, “Did God 
choose speaking in other tongues as the 
initial evidence of the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit?” He doesn’t tell us that He 
did or didn’t, but He parades such a con- 
vincing host of witnesses before the jury 
that only the wilfully blind, the “what- 
ever it is I’m agin it” class will fail to 
see, provid:ug they will hear the wit- 
nesses. 


Proof I. The witness of the divinely- 
inspired prophet Isaiah (28:11). He said 
that God would speak to the people with 
stammering lips and another tongue— 
and yet they wouldn’t accept this divine 
evidence (v. 12). Some say that this re- 
fers to the converted “tongue,” but Paul 
says it refers to speaking in other 
tongues (1 Cor. 14:21, 22. Read the con- 
text). It is to be given as a divine evi- 
dence of a divine indwelling. 


Proof II. Everyone admits that they 
spoke in tongues when the Holy Ghost 
came in on the day of Pentecost. But 
of course they were ignorant heathens in 
those days (like Paul, who said, “I speak 
in tongues more than ye all”) and needed 
such a proof; while today we are highly 
educated and civilized (evidence—the 
empty churches and full beer parlors; 
evidence—the world war) and we don’t 
need any such sign! But Peter, filled and 
anointed and inspired with the Holy 
Ghost, said, Brethren, “the promise is to 
you and to your children, and to ALL 
that are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:39. 

The writer well remembers the days 
when he was a preacher in the third larg- 
est Protestant denomination in the world, 
and proudly and loudly proclaimed that 
“We believe the whole Bible,” our slo- 
gan being, “Where the Scripture speaks 
WE speak, where the Scripture is silent 
there is freedom of opinion.” Every 
preacher in our movement knew Acts 
2:38a, “Repent, and be baptized every- 
one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins,” for that was 
our proof that until you were baptized 
you just weren’t saved. But, believe it or 
not, none of us knew Acts 2:38b,

ACCORDING to the Pathfinder, war is 
making a great drain on the ranks of the 
clergy. This is said to be particularly true 
in Canada where, since 1925, replacements have only been 75 
per cent of losses. According to this information, annual losses 
sustained in the Dominion during the 
past decade amount to about 40 per 
cent in the ministry and 48 per cent in 
churches. “The total for the past four 
years is a net increase of 193 in the 
ministry and 202 in the number of 
churches.” 

War always causes visible loss, but 
there is no reason, especially here in 
the United States, why the church 
should suffer either from a decrease in 
membership or in spirituality. Jesus 
clearly taught, “For whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it; and whoso- 
ever will lose his life for my sake shall 
find it,” Matt. 16:25. 

In that which seems to be an indi- 
vidual loss there is always an individual 
gain, and not only is this true with in- 
dividuals, but what the church loses in 
the line of service it certainly will 
gain in life, life natural and life eter- 
nal. 

In the time of great troubles and im- 
pending calamities, people think more of God than when things 
are running smoothly, hence it is a time for the church to work. 
It should be a time of consecration and dedication to service, 
so that it will be a season of gathering, a time of harvest, a 
time when men and women who have given their hearts to 
God and dedicated their lives to Him, will work in such way 
as to realize an ingathering of souls for Christ. In the midst of 
death let there come forth life; in the midst of trouble let it 
be with the children of God as it was with Israel in Egypt, a 
continual growth in numbers as well as in reality of experi- 


ence. ;

not officially endorse, support, or participate in war.” The 
conference report also noted that the 1940 statement declared 
that no church building should be used by agencies “‘for the 
promotion of war.” This, of course, would have to be the at- 
titude of any religious organization. Not only are the Method- 
ists opposed to war, but all peoples everywhere, who are in 
reality Christian, are opposed to war, but it is noteworthy 
that there are many missions of mercy connected with war 
which have been imposed by immoral, irreligious, and athe- 
istic leaders. 

A further interpretation of the Methodist conference state- 
ment is, “Our conference interprets this statement to mean 
that church buildings are not closed to such activities as first- 
aid courses, the organization of relief for evacuated citizens, 
the preparation of clothing and bandages, etc., for the soldiers, 
and similar works of mercy.” This kind of an interpretation 
could have a wide acceptance. 

Though the Church of God has not gone on record as an 
organization advising its churches to open up for first-aid 
courses or other works of like nature, a great many of the lo- 
cal churches have offered their services in such missions of 
mercy. Hundreds of our members have joined Civilian Defense, 
accepting such posts as might be termed work of importance in 
helping and saving men. 


The Society of Friends, commonly known as Quakers, are 
very pacific and have gone on record as a pacifist organiza- 
tion, but they are found in many war-stricken areas on mis- 
sions of mercy to help those who have 
suffered the ravages of war. The mis- 
sion of the Church of God should be a 
mission of mercy in any place that they 
have opportunity to manifest this grace 
which is a grace of the Spirit of God.

I heard a man testify lately and say 
the reason folks backslide is they get in 
their own lust. James says very near the 
same thing. Jesus said, “If any man will 
come after me (submerge himself in 
me), let him deny (contradict) him- 
self.” It hurts to be made out a liar, and 
old Self will lie. He will say you need 
this, that, and the other. But God will 
supply your need (not wants). My baby 
has cried for my open pocketknife. 

It means more to glory in the cross 
than to read, think, or talk about it. 
Talk is cheap because the supply always 
exceeds the demand. Words will pour out 
of the mouth much easier than love from 
the heart. Read Ezek. 33:31. Yes, that 
tongue will run like it has been greased, 
and make the noise of an empty wagon, 
if you are not careful. 

On the train a chatty fellow asked a 
stranger, who didn’t want to talk, if he 
was going far. He replied, ““No, and I am 
forty-six, married, have a son nineteen,” 
and several other things, then asked, 
“What else do you want to know?” Then 
the little fellow said, “What oil do you 
use On your tongue?” 

To glory in the cross means to take 
pleasure in infirmities (in being frail, 
weak). You that were once stout, able 
to work and sing, are you patient now 
in your weakness? It means to take 
pleasure in necessities. Do you smile 
when you are needy, in a tight, and de- 
pendent on others? There is virtue like 
necessity.— (Shakespeare). But our ne- 
cessities can be just an imagination. 

A little girl heard her mother and 
father talking and laughing after she was 
in bed, and wanted to get up, but dared 
not. Next morning she says, “Mamma,

Question: Will you please explain Luke 
10:4, “Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor 
shoes: salute no man by the way”? Does 
this mean that it is wrong to preach for 
money, and is it wrong to give money to 
the church and to preachers?>—W. I. N. 


Answer: No, there is no such meaning 


implied, even if some people would 
like to have it this way. Christ merely 
meant that He wanted His disciples on 
this occasion to put their implicit confi- 
dence in Him; that without any of these 
things He was able to care for them and 
to lead them in a successful journey. This 
is conclusively proven in the same Gos- 
pel. See Luke 22:35, 36, “And he said un- 
to them, When I sent you without purse, 
and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye anything? 
And they said, Nothing. Then said he 
unto them, But now, ye that have a 
purse, let him take it, likewise his scrip: 
and he that hath no sword, let him sell 
his garment, and buy one.” In this last 
passage Jesus taught His disciples that 
they should go out fully prepared, and 
then the question, Which of these is for 
us? Neither of them and both. No spe- 
cial time is specifically enjoined upon us 
for either, and yet there may be times of 
similar conditions which prompted these 
statements. The children of God should 
be fully prepared for any emergency and 
yet learn to trust implicitly in the One 
who is able to take them through. 


Question: Please explain Isa. 3:18. 
Does this mean that there will be-a short- 
age of automobile tires? Is this referring 
to what will come in the last days?—

Answer: The scripture in the third 
chapter of Isaiah, verse 18, has no ref- 
erence to automobile tires any more than 
verse 19 has reference to automobile 
chains and mufflers, or verse 23, automo- 
bile hoods. These were all ornaments of 
dress and by reading the entire third 
chapter of Isaiah it will be found that 
because Israel had become proud and, 
verse 16, because the daughters of Zion 
were haughty and walked with stretched

a tingling with their feet, that the Lord 
would reduce them to poverty, taking 
away all of their jewelry and fine dress. 
Ezek. 24:23 explains the round tires to 
be headdress, “And your tires shall be 
upon your head, and your shoes upon 
your feet.” To place this scripture in 
any other setting than a prophecy of God 
to Israel, of how Israel would be hu- 
miliated, is placing the wrong construc- 
tion upon it. 

Question: Does Psa. 81:10 refer to the 
ministry and signify that preachers should 
not study but just open their mouths and 
depend on God to fill them?—L. M. H. 

Answer: This scripture is easily un- 
derstood. Let us hear the entire verse: 
“I am the Lord thy God, which brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt: open thy 
mouth wide, and I will fill it.” This 
sounds very similar to the words of Da- 
vid in Psa. 23, “The Lord is my shep- 
herd, I shall not want.” What is the im- 
plication, since God is God, whether He 
Himself is reminding Israel of the fact 
or whether Israel is speaking to Him? 
Since God is the God who brought them 
out of Egypt, He is still able to take care 
of them, and those who trust in Him 
shall not want. They may open their 
mouths and He will fill them. In other 
words, He will take care of all of those 
who trust in Him and will feed them. 

There is not a passage in the Word of 
God to justify laziness. There is not a 
passage in the Word of God to _ jus- 
tify the preacher in not _ study- 
ing. If the minister is to be a teacher, 
he must study that he may know some- 
thing to teach others. If he be a leader, 
he must have knowledge to lead. Most 
every schoolboy knows Paul’s injunction 
to Timothy, 2 Tim. 2:15, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” It 
is truthfully spoken, “‘God’s people are 
destroyed for lack of knowledge,” and 
knowledge is acquired through study. 


Question: Please explain 1 John 3:6, 
‘‘Whosoever sinneth hath not seen him, 
neither known him.” Does this mean that 
if a man sin, he has not been saved? Please 
explain for me.—J. A. H. 

Answer: This is another instance where 
it is necessary to read the entire verse, and 
it will even give a better understanding 
to read the entire First Epistle of John. 
Note the first part of this verse, ‘““Who-

“AND ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” It is almost impossible for 
me to believe now that I was so utterly 
blind as to use the first part of Acts 2: 
38 and never even saw the second half 
and that big connecting word, “AND.” 
But the first proved my belief of that 
time and the second contradicted my 
unbelief. It is a pity that we often put 
denominational blindfolds over our eyes 
and refuse to see. 


We used to fish off the California 
coast in 600 feet of water, bringing up 
large red fish. When they reached the 
surface their eyes would pop out and 
their air bladders would shove out 
their mouths, because they had lived all 
their lives under the heavy pressure of 
600 feet of dark water. And when Jesus 
yanked the self-imposed blindfold off 
my eyes and showed me that “this is 
that”—Acts 2:16—my eyes popped out 
and my tongue hung out in utter as- 
tonishment at my blindness of living un- 
der such a pressure of dark formalism, 
without the beautiful light of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. 


Proof III. Peter was also a staunch 
UNBELIEVER in things that were not 
“customary.”” He did not believe the 
Gentiles had any right to the gospel. God 
had to demonstrate in miraculous power 
to Peter to convince him, just like He 
has had to do to a lot of us. We may not 
be heathens but we have the same dispo- 
sitions now that they had in Peter’s time. 
What better proof have we of that than 
the stubborn clinging to old-fashioned 
war methods by the old heads in a time 
of streamlined war? like the old lady who 
said, “Why no, I’m not hard to con- 
vince, ‘but just show me the man who 
can do it!” or like the time we were 
holding a revival among the German 
Congregationalists of Colorado, who 
were strongly against immersion. After 
a six weeks’ revival, in which they ac- 
cepted healing, the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, and nearly all the rest of the Pen- 
tecostal message, we decided it was time 
to preach on water baptism. After the 
service we went home with a German 
named “Sinner.” After a long silence he 
said, ‘Well, Brudder Archer, I’ll admit 
you’ve got thirty scriptures to my one— 
but—well, the Lord will just have to 
show me!” 

So Peter went to the house of Cor- 
nelius and preached like Brother Paulk. 
But just as he paused to get his breath 
and pulled his handkerchief out of his 
pocket to wipe his brow, the power really 
turned loose and everybody in the place 
got the Holy Ghost! How do we know 
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they did? Why, “they heard them speak 
with tongues and magnify God!” Folks 
who get the Holy Ghost and speak in 
tongues always magnify God! (Acts 
10:46.) And Peter said, Why, these 
folks “have received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we!” (v. 47.) And when they 
called Peter on the carpet up in the head 
office and put him in the hot chair be- 
fore the council of twelve, Peter just 
said, Look here, fellows, I believe in 
obeying the rules and all that, but when 
“the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning” (Acts 11:15), I saw 
that “God gave them the like gifts as he 
did unto us” (v. 17), “what was I that 
I could withstand God?” And the evi- 
dence that convinced Peter and satisfied 
the apostles was that they spake with 
tongues and magnified God.
